Shipping diMiculties in the Far 
East were brought to the attention 
of the House of Commons to-day: by 
Mr. A.C, Morelng (Cons.), when he 
first asked if the Board of Trade was 
aware that British merchants in 
Shanghai were seriously handicapped 
by the prohibitive rates “for war 
riaks for vessels golng to Shanghai 
or Woosung.” 

Captain Euan Wallace, President 
of the Board of Trade, replied he 
was informed that underwriters 
were freely’ granting war risk ine 
surance on ‘vessels going to those 
ports, and on their cargoes, other than 
war materials. Insurance on cargo 
nt present was Mmited to the period 
during which it was aboard an ocean- 
golng vessel, but he understood the 
underwriters were considering the 
posibiilty of assisting shippers by 
extending the scope and existing 
cover. 

Mr. Moreing also asked If the Bourd 
of Trade would polnt out to Hritish 
ship owners the scrlous damage they 
were dalng to British trade by thelr 
delay in resuming shipments to Woo- 
sung in view of the recent speelfica- 
tlon of hours and localities made by 
the Commander-In-Chicf at Shang- 
hal (Admiral Sir Charles Little) in 
whlch he considered it was safe for 
Drilish ships to anchor, .and in view 
of the absence of Nghtering difficul- 
ties between. Woosung and Shanghai,

First reports of such a project were 
clreulated here “by the American 
Council, Institute of Pacific Relations, 
which sald it heard of reports “which 

. have not been officially denied” that 
the French alrendy are drawing up 


plans for a powerful base at Cam 
_ Ranh. 


The Institute pointed out that the 


Jocation hos “the advantage of lying 
almost on a straight ne halfway be- 
tween Hongkong and Singupore”” It 
also connects with a strategic network 
of railways and highways in French 
Rndo-China und therefore might be- 
come an important cconomlc centre 
as well, the Institute reported. 


“politically Unis step is sald to be 
related to present attempts to co 
ordinate Anglo-French policy in the 
Pacific. Actually, Cam Ranh fs well 
Jocated strategically whether or not 
it ig considered In relation to Sings- 
pore and the bloctcing of a Jong-rum- 
oured and constantly denied’ Japanese 
canal across Slarn’s Isthmus of Kra, 
according to the Institute. 


. It said Cam’ Ranh's position Is of 
particular importance in connection 
vilth a great new coastal trunk inc 
connecting Snigon with Hanoi and the 
coastal highway, known as the Man- 
darin Road. The Trans-Indochina 
Jine was completed in 1936 and Is 
1,270 kilometers long, it is sald, It 
permits travel from the extreme south 
of Indo-China to the northern cily 
of Hanol and thence {nto the heart of 
Yunnan Province in China proper by 
way of the Yunnan Railway. The 
Yunnan Rollway !s described, in- 
eldentally, as the only rail connection 
between southern China and the-oul- 
side world, 


In French Indo-China itself the 
railways and highways generally ore 
developed chiefly on strategic designs, 
the report said. In fact, the emphasis 
on thelr military value often {s so 
great that they run through sparsely 
settied or remote hilly country, But 
they are Inid out so that o naval buse 
at Cam Ranh would Mit into thelr

report.

“The chief Impediments are the 
unhealthy climate and the presence 
of a high mountain chain which cuts 
off the section from the hinterland. 
But these handicnps upply te the 
whole castern coast of Annam and 
the bay of Cam Ranh has the advan- 
tage of lying almost on a straight 
line halfway between Hongkong and 
Singapore," the report concluded. 


“Regarding the interesting and im- 
portant matter of protection against 
airplane bombs, mines and torpedoes, 
the North Carolina and Washington 
Wu be: provided with the most com- 
picte protection that sisilful design 
and engineering can dev " the

pressed opinion of experts of all the 
larger nava} powers that the battle- 
ship continues to be the backbone of 
naval power, regardless of the advent 
and improvement of important wea- 
pons, such as the airplane ,bomb, the 
mine and the torpedo.”

Obsolete anti-aircraft batteries and 
insuMfcient clevation of turret guns 
on-the New York and Texas,

Yet.the: problem of the 
“Blackcont," or at leust of the older 
men among .them, remains une 
changed.

Nothing of colonjal 
miaterlal remained for the ‘a wenticth 
Century.--Nevertheless,

“ “Japan is again. starting o mad 
military adventure for a world emplre 
in the Twentieth Century and no 
matter what amount of Japanese 
quibbling, diplomatic or otherwise, 
can obliterate that fact," he declares.

LESSON IN EVASION 


Hope dies hard. But from 
the speeches at-the oponing of 
the Brussels Conference Qhina, 
and the friends of the {deal of 
collective security, can glean 
little encouragement. Truc, as 
the Belgian chairman, Paul 
Spaak, pointed out, the confer- 
ence was not, to consider itself 
in international tribunal before 
which Japan should be sum- 
moned to appear. . At the same 
time, something more than re- 
~petition-of~the-purpose-of-the 
meeting might have been ex- 
pected. Perhaps in its secret 
sessions the conclave may 
accomplish something. But it 
seems to be admitted among the 
delegates that the result of the 
early deliberations is disappoint- 
ing evento them. Yet they are 
the only persons who might have 
pousetuted something construc- 
lve, ° 

Without being unjust to the 

representatives: of the powers, 
who have their orders and are 
bound by the. instructions of 
their governments, it would 
seem that such ‘a conference as 
this needs firm, courngeous 
lendership. And at the mo- 
ment, and without a detailed 
knowledge of the discussion, it 
would scem that leadership was 
conspicuously Jacking. 
. M. Spaak was only the chair- 
man, ‘and the representative of 
a smaller power. It could not 
be expected that he would do 
very much in the matter of lead- 
ing discussion. But what he 
did do, in effect, was to warn 
his colleagues against offending 
Japan and putting herin a light 
“incompatible with her dignity 
and honour.” There is a strong 
section of public opinion which 
will feel that that sort-of flabby 
‘conduct is undesirable, . Soft 
words and'an attempt to sugar 
the pill, so to speak, cannot 
‘serve any. useful purpose in a 
-ease of the- kind where action 
under: the Nine-Power Pact 
is contemplated. 

M. Spank, no doubt, was ex- 
pecting something a little more 
formidable in the way of 
speeches from the_representa- 
tives of the major powers. 
Like a sensible man he was do- 
ing his obvious duty as a chair- 
man, He urged caution. And 
the spenkers, for ail that they 
delivered, might have taken his 
words to heart.

Mr. Morelng also asked If the Board 
of Trade would point out to British 
ship owners the serious damage they 
were doing to British trade by their 
delay in resuming shipments-to Woo- 
sung In view of the recent specifica- 


j tion of hours and locaillics made by 


the Commander-in-Chlef at Shang- 
hai (Admiral Sir Charles Little) in 
which he considered it was safe for 
British, ships-to anchor, and in view

ties between Woosung and Shanghai.

Copper is not there 
to be used for domestic electrical in- 
stallaUons, when it Is needed ever su 
much more for tanks, aeroplanes and 
guns. rgd 


“The best ruw textiles are not 
there to clothe women and children 

. . No, it is much more important 
‘to produce munitions, explosives and 
acroplones, 


“The hunger of the armament in- 
ausiry for raw materlals is more 
pressing than the hunger of 
people. The standurd of living for 
the masses docs not count, prepnra- 
tion for war—this alone matters, and 
for thls purpose raw materials are 
urgently needed.” 


WORLD WAR? 


It is a fact that Germany spends 
as much on armaments as the U.S.A, 
England and France put together, and 
this reveals more clcarly than .the 
longest speech how Germany !s get- 
ting ready for a new World War.

reliefs and no change was made on 
account of the shelling which caused 
the casunities referred to above. 

The British Troops jn Shanghai 
are performing thelr difficult task 
with complete Impartlallly and no 
provocation wit] make them depart 
from the proper performance of this 
duty,

London, Nov. 4. 

The full meeting of the Non-in- 
tervention Committee has approved 
the draft resolution that, subject to, 
the withdrawal of voluntecrs, belll 
ferent rights be granted, and also 
approved the recommendation that 
the Chairman be authorised to ap- 
pronch the two parties in Spain, 

Although the draft resolution was 
adopted by all representatives of the 
Non-Intervention Committee, M. Ivan 
Maisky, the Russian detegnte, maln- 
tained his absention on the question 
of granting belligerent rights.

+ Shipping difficulties in the Far 
East were brought to the attention 
of the House of Commons to-day by 
Mr. A.C. Moreing (Cons.), when he 
first asked if the Board‘of Trade was 
nware that British merchants In 
Shanghai were serlously handicapped 
by the prohibitive rates “for. war 
risks for vessels going to Shanghal 
or Woosung." 


Captain Euan Wallace, President 
of the Board of Trade, replied he 
was informed, that underwriters 
were freely granting war risk in- 
surance on vessels going to those 
ports, und on their cargocs, other than 
war materlals. Insurance on cargo 
at present wns limited to the period 
during which it was aboard an ocecan- 
Hoing vessel, but he understood the 
underwriters were considering the 
possibility .of assisting shippers by 
extending the scope and existing 
cover. ; 

Mr. Moreing also asked if the Board 
of Trade would point out to Britlsh 
ship owners the serious damage they 
were doing to British trade by thelr 
delay in resuming shipments to Woo- 
sung In view of the recent specifica.

the Commander-in-Chief at Shang- 
hai (Admiral Sir Charles Little) In 
which he considered it was safe for 
British ships to anchor, and In view 
of the absence of Nghtering dimcul- 
ties between Woosung und Shanghal.
